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Teenage mother stages protest 
after son is given for adoption 


A 15-year-old mother 
staged a protest on the 
doorstep of Faro's Aboim 
Ascengao children's refuge 
after a court made the 
decision to allow the girl's 
two-and-a-half-year-old 
son, who has been living in 
the institution, to be 
adopted. 

Cascais Family Court decided 
the boy, Martim, should be ur- 
gently adopted. 

After his birth in December 
2006 and at the request of Social 
Security, Martim was placed in 
the care of the Aboim Asengao 
Refuge as his then 13-year-old 
mother did not have the neces- 
sary conditions to look after him. 

The baby was placed in care 
with the mother’ s consent in Feb- 
ruary 2007 and has remained 
there since, his biological family 
still living in Cascais, Lisbon. 

“If my son Martim didn’ t have 
a family that wanted him I could 
understand the court’ s decision. 
But he has a family that is wait- 
ing for him in a house with love 
and care. Why should he be 
adopted? It is not logical. I will 
not stop until I get my son back”, 
said teenager AnaRita Leonardo, 
who will be 1 6 this month and is 
a student at the Alcoitao Reha- 
bilitation Centre, Sintra, where 
she is on a commercial shop as- 
sistant’ s course. 

On July 16* this year the 
child’ s adoption was decided fol- 
lowing a long battle between Lis- 
bon’ s Family and Constitutional 
Courts. It was eventually decided 
that toddler Martim needed “ur- 
gent adoption”. 

“The last time I saw my son 
was on December 20* 2008. I 
have visited him as and when I 
could afford to travel to the Al- 
garve. On my last visit he clung 
to my legs and wouldn’t let go, 
he started to cry and a carer had 
to take him away”, AnaLeonardo 
told national press during the 
protest she staged outside the 
Refugio Aboim Asengao in Faro. 

According to reports Cascais 
Family Court based their decision 
on the fact that Ana Leonardo 
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Fifteen year old Ana Rita Leonardo protests with her family outside the Refugio

had her child at 13 years of age 
and is herself from divorced par- 
ents. 

The judges alleged Ana’s 
mother, Martim’ s grandmother, 
does not have the necessary con- 
ditions to support her family ei- 
ther, and that she suffers from 
depression. 

Lawyer Isilda Pegado con- 
firmed to Portuguese daily news- 
paper Diario de Notfcias (DN) 
that a requirement has been sub- 
mitted to the Cascais Family 
Court for Martim’ s paternal 
grandparents to be granted cus- 
tody as they are willing and have 
the economic conditions to do 
so. Martim’ s father was 16 at 
the time of his conception. 

Ana Rita says she is willing to 


embark on a hunger strike in her 
fight to keep her son, and guar- 
antees she now has the economi- 
cal circumstances and maturity to 
raise her son. She has even vowed 
to take her case to the European 
Human Rights Court should her 
son be handed over to an adop- 
tive family. 

Alleging that the child’ s father, 
who is now 20, was never heard 
in court, his sister Ana Claudio 
Matos, said “my brother never 
had access to the court case. The 
paternal family was never noti- 
fied of what was happening”. 

Talking to the media the 
child’s paternal aunt, who was 
amongst friends and family par- 
ticipating in the protest, alleged 
there were “irregularities” in the 


case and accused Refugio Aboim 
Asengao director Luis Villas 
Boas of preventing the family 
from seeing Martim. She claimed 
orders were made to stop the 
visits and the family was told 
their visits were too upsetting 
for the young boy. 

She said the family was “an- 
gered” and “hurting” that they had 
been “forbidden” from seeing 
Martim and appealed to the 
President of the Republic to look 
into the case. 

In response Luis Villas Boas 
explained that visits by the 
child’ s family had to stop after 
courts authorised his adoption, 
because by law he was then “au- 
tomatically prevented from vis- 
its by his parents”. 


Murderer motherpregnant with fifth child 

A woman whose murder trial started this week after she strangled her newborn son and kept his dead body in a 
freezer last year is pregnant with her fifth child, it has been reported. 


When the horrific incident 
emerged last year 36-year-old 
Adelaide S . claimed she strangled 
her newborn baby as her preg- 
nancy had been “unwanted” and 
she was not in a suitable situation 
to raise another child. 

She already has three children, 
all minors, and is now pregnant 
with her fifth child. 

Adeleide S. had been awaiting 
the start of her trial at home and 
appeared this week in court in the 
late stages of pregnancy. This 
shocked those present in court, 
given her justifications for hav- 
ing committed infanticide, which 
were based on lack of financial and 
family stability. 

Earlier this week the courts 


heard statements fromPJ inspec- 
tors, a nurse who reported the 
crime, a neighbour, Adelaide’s 
eldest son and her boss from the 
supermarket where she works. 

The nurse, an acquaintance to 
whom Adelaide confessed her 
crime and who was responsible 
for passing the confession on to 
police, broke down in court when 
recounting what had been con- 
fided to her. 

She had confronted Adelaide 
S . many times about her previous 
pregnancy, which was never con- 
firmed and was mostly kept hid- 
den. 

“She always denied she was 
pregnant and told me she had a fi- 
brous tumor which would be 


‘dealt with’ in 15 days”, and 
which she later claimed to have 
“spontaneously expelled”, the 
nurse told the court, adding “I am 
a health professional; I know this 
cannot happen”. 

The nurse’s suspicions were 
also roused after Adelaide had 
tried to conceal her third preg- 
nancy, later giving birth to her 
youngest child at present. 

It was, according to the nurse, 
Adelaide’s mother-in-law who 
contacted her, fearing the worst. 

“We thought at the time that 
she may have had given away or 
sold her child”. 

“When I confronted her she 
looked at the floor, confessed she 
had been pregnant, that she had 


given birth on the bathroom floor 
and had strangled her newborn 
son immediately. She then went 
to the freezer, took plastic bag out 
and put it on the kitchen table. In 
the bag there was a towel, which 
the foetus was rolled up in”, the 
nurse revealed. 

Following the nurse’s testi- 
mony the judge decided to sus- 
pend the hearing and post- 
poned continuation of the trial 
until June 22"“^. Before then the 
court is to receive assessments 
from Gaia’s Psychiatric and 
Mental Health services as well 
as copies of an investigation 
launched by the Committee for 
the Protection of Children and 
Youths. 
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Russian girl taken from Portuguese family continues to 




cause controversy 


The case of six-year-old Alexandra Skilauri, 
who by court order was controversially 
returned to her Russian biological mother 
after being raised from the age of 18 
months by a Portuguese foster family, is 
gaining international prominence as 
Russian media sides with the Portuguese 
family and the Portuguese Minister for 
Workand Social Solidarity said, with 
regards to the Court's decision, that 
making mistakes is "part of human 
nature". 


Alexandra Skilauri was born 
in Northern Portugal six years 
ago to Russian NataliaZarubina 
and a Ukrainian father who it 
was recently discovered now 
lives in Spain. 

She was raised from the age of 
1 8 months by a Portuguese cou- 
ple, Florinda Vieira and Joao 
Pinheiro, from Barcelos, who al- 
lege at the time of her birth 
Alexandra’ s mother was work- 
ing as a prostitute and did not 
have the necessary conditions to 
care for a baby. 

Despite being legally en- 
trusted to the couple a court rul- 
ing in 2008 stipulated the child, 
who only speaks Portuguese, 
had to be returned to her bio- 
logical mother. This was offi- 
cially instated last week, when 
social security authorities over- 
saw the handover. Just days 
after she was returned to the 
custody of her mother, Natalia 
Zarubina, who speaks no Por- 
tuguese, controversially took 
her daughter back to Russia to a 
village 350 miles from Moscow 
to live with a family she had 
never met. 

Days later images of 
Alexandra being smacked by 
her mother for not speaking 
Russian, caught by a TV crew 
covering the child’s first days 
in Russia, were broadcast on 
Russian and Portuguese TV and 
further ignited the uproar 
against Portuguese justice. 

Of the Courts decision, this 
week Minister Vieira da Silva 
rhetorically questioned “Was it 
a mistake or not? Well, that is 
part of human nature”. 


He did say that Portuguese 
institutions that look after the 
country’s children should 
“work harder” so any informa- 
tion given to the courts is “as de- 
tailed as possible”, so the judge 
can make the best possible de- 
cision”. 

“Whenever the Court knows 
the case in hand is a situation of 
great complexity and serious- 
ness, and that the future of a 
child is not just based on a whim- 
sical decision of whether or not 
he or she should live with this 
or that family”. 

Regarding the scenes of 
Alexandra being smacked, 
which were subsequently 
dropped by Russian TV sta- 
tions, the Minister commented 
“as many Portuguese did, I saw

the scenes that were broadcast 
of the mother’ s apparent violent 
behaviour once on Russian ter- 


ritory and I watched them with 
great concern and discomfort”. 
Meanwhile the Ministry for 


Justice is “patiently awaiting” 
a decision by the Superior Mag- 
istrates Committee regarding 
comments by the judge who 
made the ruling in the Alexandra 
case, and who broke protocol 
by openly speaking of his deci- 
sion. 

T alking to the media the judge 
said he “would not go back” on 
his decision and had “no regrets” 
of making it, causing a backlash 
of negative reactions from coun- 
terparts and colleagues. 

The Superior Magistrates 
Committee, which is completely 
autonomous to the Government 
and all its constitutional organs, 
will this week pronounce its opin- 
ion on the situation, which could 


influence the judge’ s future. 

Oporto Mayor Rui Rio also 
affirmed that Guimaraes 
Court’s decision regarding 
Alexandra reflected the 
“incapacities of the Portuguese 
judicial system”. 

Mayor Rio said he believed 
the decision was “a truly cruel 
situation” and that he was par- 
ticularly shocked by the fact the 
judge said he would make the 
same decision again if ever faced 
with a similar situation. 

More recently, despite the 
promise of employment in Por- 
tugal, Alexandra’ s mother has 
vowed never to return to this 
country and has said she wants 
to “rebuild” her life in Russia.

Sponsoring births in hope of baby-boom 



The President of the European 
Commission, Portugal’s Jose 
Manuel Barroso, has called on 
the public to make their voice 
heard by voting in large numbers . 

The stakes are high, with the 
MEPs elected this week likely to 
be deciding on majorissues such as 
how Europe meets its energy 
needs, tighter controls for financial 
markets and how to help workers 
cope with having a family. 

The European Parliament 
plays an essential role in law- 
making and overseeing the other 
EU institutions. In doing so, 
MEPs are directly representing 
the views of voters. 

To make their choice, voters 
can draw on many different 
sources of information: the Eu- 
ropean Parliament website lists 
all the candidates for each coun- 
try, while its ‘Europarltv’ site 
hosts videos of campaign adverts. 
And every day the websites of 
the various social networks are 
spreading more information and 
reactions to the elections. 

The results will be announced 
on Sunday, 7th June after 9 pm, 
live from the European Parlia- 


ment building in Brussels. 

Portugal will be electing 22 
MEPs, down from the 24 it 
elected five years ago. The reduc- 
tion is due to MEPs in Parliament 
being reduced from 7 8 9 to 73 6 . 

In Portugal, opinion polls have 
varied, but most have indicated a 
victory for the Socialists (PS) 
who are led by Vital Moreira. 
Some are suggesting a surprise 
result for Paulo Rangel’ s Social 
Democrats (PSD), who polls say 
will received between 30 and 33 
percent of the vote - two to five 
percent less than the PS. 

The Left Bloc (BE) have con- 
tinued to gain, arguably due to 
their strong showing in the oppo- 
sition and the likely benefactors 
of protest votes by the youth and 
the liberal electorate. 

The Communists (CDU) are 
being given around 7.5 percent, 
which will give them no more than 
two MEPs, while the Christian 
Democrats (CDS-PP), who 
were part of a coalition govern- 
ment earlier this decade, could fail 
to elect any MEPs, as they are 
expected to win less than five 
percent of the vote on Sunday. 


According to provisional fig- 
ures released by the National Sta- 
tistics Institute (INE) for Inter- 
national Children’ s’ Day, one in 
ten Portuguese municipalities 
has less that 500 children, an es- 
timate that has spurred some 
councils to offer future parents 
as much as €200 per month for 
every child that is bom as well as 
footing their school bills. 

Despite some council’s best 
efforts though, schools continue 
to close and birth rates continue 
to drop. 

The INE revealed that 89 of 
Portugal’s 308 municipalities 
were home to less than 100 chil- 
dren, and 28 of those had less than 
500 habitants aged between zero 
and 14. 

In Ribeira de Pena, a county 
with 901 children, according to 
the local mayor who was 
shocked when a primary school 
teacher whose school comprised 
just two pupils suggested giving 
lessons at home. The school was 
subsequently closed along with 
five others from the Salvador 
neighbourhood and four more in 
Cerva. 

Ribeira de Pena Mayor 
Agostinho Pinto said: “There 
were schools with just three or 
four pupils, which is bad for the 
children’ s social skills as well as 
for teachers’ motivation. So I 
spoke to the parents and teach- 
ers and decided to close them”. 

He says there has been a 20 
percent increase in its recent 
birthrate. 

Eor Eernando Ruas, President 
of the National Association for 
Portuguese Municipalities, the 
situation is “dramatic” and needs 
national policies and support, not 
justlocalmeasures whichare “im- 
portant but can not determine 
change”. 

Positive discrimination of fis- 
cal charges, equal distribution of 
large investment and attracting 
busines ses to the interior are a few 
changes that Eernando Ruas 
would like to see implemented by 
central Government, and an over- 


all reversal of village 
desertification. 

“Without children there is no 
need for schools, for teachers’ 
housing or for any services relat-

ing to education like paper 
shops”, he said, highlighting the 
Alentejo interior and Beira re- 
gions as prime examples. 

It is, in fact, in central Beria 
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where there are the fewest chil- 
dren. With a population of little 
over 3 ,500 citizens, Vila Velha de 
Rodao has just 235 habitants 
aged between zero and 14.

A second cases of the AHINI strain of the Influenza Virus, 
otherwise known as 'Swine Flu' was confirmed this week in 
Portugal as medical checks on incoming aircraft are dropped. 


The patient, identified as a 33- 
year-old man, is being treated in 
Oporto’s Sao Joao Hospital. 

He travelled last weekend from 
New York to Oporto, via Frank- 
furt on a Lufthansa flight during 
which, according to reports, he 
was already showing typical 
signs of the A HlNl virus, in- 
cluding high fever, coughing and 
muscular pains. 

After arriving in Oporto, in- 
stead of going straight to a hospi- 
tal the man first went home and 
then made his way to the S ao Joao 
unit. 

Medical staff from the hospi- 
tal said then when he arrived at 
Sao Joao the man was wearing a 
mask over his mouth and was 
conscious of the fact he may be 
infected with the AHINI virus . 

This was later confirmed and 
the man was admitted to isola- 
tion room where he is being kept 
as apreventative measure to avoid 


being a contagion. 

Following the confirmation 
the Portuguese Ministry of 
Health asked Lufthansa for the 
flight’ s passenger list and is con- 
tacting twelve Portuguese citi- 
zens who shared the j ourney with 
the infected man. 

Several family and friends with 
whom the patient had contact be- 
fore making his way to hospital 
are also being treated with anti- 
viral medication for prevention. 

Meanwhile, despite a second 
confirmed case in this country, 
the World Health Organisation 
(WHO) has said it does not rep- 
resent increased concern for Por- 
tugal. 

WHO currently maintains its 
‘Swine Flu’ pandemic alert at 
level 5.Sofarl7,410people have 
been infected with the mutated 
form of the flu virus, which origi- 
nated in Mexico. It has been con- 
firmed in 62 countries and killed 


115 people to date. 

Following the initial outbreak, 
medical staff at Lisbon Airport 
intervened in direct flights arriv- 
ing from Mexico, asking if pas- 
sengers felt ill or were showing 
signs of the virus. 

According to recent reports 
this is no longerthecase and medi- 
cal checks are no longer being ex- 
ercised at Portuguese airports. 

Health Minister Ana Jorge jus- 
tified this by saying Mexico was 
no longer the initial point of con- 
trol and that cases of infection 
could come from anywhere. 

Despite there being informa- 
tive posters around airports, it is 
now left to individuals to take ac- 
tion if they feel ill. 

More than one month after 
the epidemic’s initial outbreak 
little is still known about the 
characteristics of the virus or of 
the individuals who have died 
from it.

Usage of paid 
supermarket 
bags halves 

Supermarkets that charge for their plastic 
carrier bags have seen bag sales fall by 
almost half, according to a study 
conducted by environmental watchdog 
Quercus on supermarkets in Madeira. 


The same study also revealed 
that people who shop in super- 
markets where plastic carrier 
bags are free use more bags than 
necessary and do not fill them. 

Quercus members come to 
this conclusion after they stood 
outside supermarkets observing 
shoppers’ bag habits for the 
study. 

Ninety-five percent of shop- 
pers in supermarkets such as 
Modelo and Hiper Sa, where 
plastics bags are free, left carry- 


percent were carrying re-used or 
recycled bags. 

It was also concluded that su- 
permarkets that offer free bags 
encourage waste as the majority 
of shoppers use more bags than 
necessary and only half fill them. 

Quercus is looking for Portugal 
to install a legislation that makes 
it compulsory for a fee to be 
charged for every bag distributed. 

Internationally, Ireland is the 
best example to follow, where in 
2002 a 1 5 cent fee was applied for 


ing new bags and only five per- all plastic bags and in three 


cent were carrying recycled bags . 

Of clients shopping in estab- 
lishments where bags are charged, 
like Pingo Doce, only 5 1 percent 
left carrying new bags and 49 


months bag usage fell by 90 per- 
cent. 

Every year around two tones 
of plastic bags are used in the 
world’ s commerce. 


Fall in 2007 greenhouse 
gas emissions for third 
consecutive year 

European Environment Commissioner Stavros Dimas this 
week welcomed the news that EU greenhouse gas 
emissions have fallen for the third consecutive year. 


The emissions inventory 
compiled by the European Envi- 
ronment Agency for 2007, the 
latest year for which complete 
data is available, shows thatEU- 
15 emissions dropped by 1.6 
percent from 2006 while the 
economy grew by 2.7 percent. 

The reduction takes EU-15 
emissions to 5.0 percent below 
their levels in the base year ( 1 990 
inmostcases). This puts the EU- 
1 5 well on track to meet its Kyoto 
Protocol target of reducing emis- 
sions in the 2008-20 1 2 period to 
an average of 8 percent below the 
base year level. EU-27 emissions 
fell 1 .2 percent over the year to 
stand 12.5 percent lower than in 
the base year. 

Commissioner Dimas said: 
“The recent emission reductions 
among the EU- 1 5 give us the con- 
fidence that we will successfully 
reach our Kyoto target. With 
more than half of EU-15 Mem- 
ber States registering notable 
emissionreductions once again in 
2007, our main concern now is to 
ensure that an ambitious global 
climate agreement for the period 
after 20 1 2 is achieved at the Co- 
penhagen conference in Decem- 
ber. This will create a framework 
for worldwide emission reduc- 
tions in the future.” 

He added: “Although the 
2007 reduction in EU- 1 5 reduc- 
tions was partly due to favour- 
able weather conditions in some 
Member States, the downward 
emissions trend over the last 
three years indicates that the pro- 
active climate policies and meas- 


ures taken nationally and at EU 
level since Kyoto are now start- 
ing to pay off. The climate and 
energy package adopted last 
month ensures that even greater 
reductions will be made in the 
coming years.” 


EU launches a comprehensive review 
of plant health laws 


The European Commission is 
launching an evaluation of the 
plant health legislation to check 
if its objectives have been met, to 
see if new objectives should be 
added and whether improvement 
is possible. 

Since 1977, European legisla- 
tion has been in place to prevent 
new pests and plant diseases 
from entering into the EU or, if 
outbreaks nevertheless occur, to 
eradicate them rapidly and effec- 
tively. The evaluation started on 
1 June 2009. 

A new plant health strategy will 
subsequently be developed, based 
on the principle that prevention 
is better than cure, to further en- 


sure a sustainable agriculture and 
a healthy natural environment. 

Pests and plant diseases can 
cause serious harm to agriculture, 
forestry and the natural environ- 
ment. As a consequence of the 


globalisation of trade and of cli- 
mate change, more and more new 
pests and diseases are reaching 
Europe from other continents. 

Irreparable damage might oc- 
cur if these were to spread 
through the EU. 

Currently, for instance, serious 
threats exist for European pine 
forests because of a major out- 


break in Portugal of the Pine 
W ood Nematode, a disease which 
could eventually kill more than 
50 percent of the Mediterranean 
pine forests. Similarly, the Red 
Palm Weevil is threatening the 
Mediterranean palms and it is 
destroying hundreds of palm 
trees across southern Portugal 
and beyond.

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Food labels revisited 



One day not so far in the future, Europeans 
may be able to buy a loaf of bread knowing 
where the flour came from, the European 
Commission predicted this week.

The EU is considering ex- 
panding the use of food labels to 
show where the product was 
farmed. The step follows a Eu- 
rope-wide consultation on the 
issue of food quality. Earmers, 
producers and consumers voiced 
strong support for greater use of 
‘place-of-farming’ labels. 

Such labels indicate the coun- 
try of harvest, not where the 
product was processed. 

They are already mandatory 
for some foods sold in the EU, 
including unprocessed beef, 
poultry, fruit, vegetables, eggs, 
honey, wine and olive oil. 

In a paper spelling out its po- 
sition, the Commission says it 
will take into account the con- 
cerns of processors and retailers, 
who worry they will have a hard 
time tracking down the origins of 
ingredients in processed food. 

The EU has some of the most 
stringent farming requirements in 
the world. But many consumers 
question the quality of products 
from outside the EU, more so in 
the wake of several scares involv- 
ing imported food in recent years . 

European farmers like the la- 
bels because they add appeal to 
their products, both in the EU 


One third in EU unable to 
afford unexpected expenses 


In 2007, one third of the EU27 
population lived in a household 
that couldn’t afford an unex- 
pected expenditure, correspond- 
ing in each Member State to a set 
share of the national at-risk-of- 
poverty threshold. 

In the EU27, seven percent of 
population lived in a household 
that had been unable to pay as 
scheduled, utility bills for their 
main dwelling in the last 12 
months, and three percent in a 
household that had been unable 
to pay either rent or mortgage 


payments. More than half of the 
population in Latvia and Hun- 
gary (both 63 percent) and Po- 
land (54 percent) lived in a 
household that was unable to 
afford an unexpected expendi- 
ture. 

On the other hand, only one 
fifth or less of the population 
lived in such ahouseholdin Swe- 
den (18 percent), Denmark (19 
percent) and Portugal (20 per- 
cent). 

The highest share of the popu- 
lation living in households that 


have been in arrears with utility 
bills were found in Hungary (18 
percent), Poland (17 percent), 
Greece (16 percent) and 
Slovenia (1 1 percent). 

The highest share of the popu- 
lation living in households that 
have been in arrears with either 
rent or mortgage were found in 
Greece (seven percent). Prance 
and Cyprus (both six percent). 

This data, published by 
Eurostat comes from the EU 
Statistics on Income and Living 
Conditions survey (EU-SILC). 


Euro area unemployment 
up to 9.2% 

The Euro area (EA16) seasonally-adjusted 
unemployment rate was 9.2% in April 2009, 
compared with 8.9% in March. It was 7.3% in April 
2008. Meanwhile, the EU27 unemployment rate was 
8.6% in April 2009, compared with 8.4% in March. 


Por the Euro area, this is the 
highest rate since September 
1999, and for the EU27 since 
January 2006. Eurostat esti- 
mates that 20.825 million men 
and women in the EU27, of 
which 14.579 million were in 
the Euro area, were unem- 
ployed in April 2009. 

Compared with March, the 


number of people unemployed 
increased by 556,000 in the 
EU27 and by 396, 000 in the 
Euro area. Compared with 
April 2008, unemployment 
went up by 4 . 65 3 million in the 
EU27 and by 3.100 million in 
the Euro area. 

These figures are published 
by Eurostat. 


Inflation will rise again as the economy recovers 

D What with all the talk going on about the threat of deflation anyone 

would think that the days of worrying about high inflation have vanished. 

It is true that inflation has plummeted along with the financial slump but 
when the recovery occurs, so inevitably inf lation will return. 


Even though deflation has been 
described as the new danger, the 
real danger could actually be the 
return of inflation. As central 
banks and governments try to 
stall deflation, some economists 
fear this is stacking up debt to be 
paid for later by increased infla- 
tion. 

Governments are pumping 
huge amounts of money into their 
economies to encourage recov- 
ery. Lately it appears that these 
moves have begun having a posi- 
tive effect on the economy and 
stockmarkets, but we should not 
forget that the money will have 
to be repaid at some time ahead. 

Pinancial guru and billionaire, 
Warren Buffet, has warned that 
any recovery in the U S economy 
would be accompanied by rock- 
eting inflation. 

“Economic medicine that was 
previously meted out by the cup- 
ful has recently been dispensed by 


the barrel. These once unthink- 
able dosages will almost certainly 
bring on unwelcome after-effects. 
Their precise nature is anyone ’s 
guess, though one likely conse- 
quence is an onslaught of infla- 
tion.” 

Buffett supported the US’s 
fiscal efforts and said that the 
economy would recover eventu- 
ally even though a rebound could 
kindle inflation worse than that 
experienced in the late 1970s. 

In an article for the Financial 
Director in October, economic 
adviser and commentator, David 
Kern, advised that that govern- 
ment deficits will inevitably bal- 
loon-due to massive bank 
bailouts and the impact of deep- 
ening recessions on public fi- 
nances. “The resulting large 
monetary expansion must even- 
tually reignite inflationary pres- 
sures. To alleviate the recession 
we must accept these conse- 


quences. But inflation is not dead; 
itwill resurface with a vengeance 
in the future and we will have to 
fight it again in less comfortable 
circumstances.” 

In the UK, despite the talk and 
fears of deflation, inflation is still 
relatively high. In April the Con- 
sumer Price Index was 2.3%, 
which is still above the Bank of 
England’s (BoE) target of 2%. In 
May, the BoE interest rate was 
0.5%, where it has been since 
March, meaning even now infla- 
tion is outstripping central bank 
interest rate by 1.8%. 

Here in Portugal it’ s a differ- 
ent story since inflation has 
dropped into the minus figures. 
At -0.6% in April it was the sec- 
ond lowest in the Eurozone. In- 
flation for the Eurozone as a 
whole was 0.6%. 

Having said that, inflation is 
very much a personal issue and 
individuals are affected more by 


what they actually spend their 
money on rather than the official 
‘basket of goods’ used to meas- 
ure the rate of inflation. Accord- 
ing to UK analysts Capital Eco- 
nomics in an article in the Daily 
Mail, people on a pension are fac- 
ing an inflation rate of 1 2 . 6% be- 
cause they spend their money in 
a different way to the average 
consumer. The cost of utility 
bills and food are the main rea- 
sons why the inflation rate for 
retirees is so high. The cost of 
borrowing affects them less as 
many have paid off their mort- 
gages. 

The most important thing to 
focus on with regards inflation, 
is that it is a long-term issue. If 
you are saving for retirement, or 
are retired and relying on savings 
to support your living costs, to- 
day’ s inflation is not actually rel- 
evant. Your concern is what your 
personal inflation will be each 
future year of your retirement. 
And since we cannot possibly 
know this in advance, you need 
to set up your financial planning 
to keep pace with a prudent in- 
flation rate. 


There is never a time to ignore 
inflation - even when it seems 
that inflation figures are com- 
paratively low. Inflation should 
be incorporated into your finan- 
cial planning to maintain your 
wealth for the long years of retire- 
ment.

Many want the labels to be 
even more precise, showing the 
particular region where the prod- 
uct was farmed. 

The paper also calls for 
changes to clear up confusion 
caused by the proliferation of 
other kinds of food labels in the 
EU. Many countries, producers 
and retailers have adopted 
schemes that are different from 
those used by the EU. 

The Commission wants to 
abolish the EU label for identify- 
ing and protecting the names of 
traditional products. There have 
been just 20 registrations since 
the scheme was set up in 1992. 
They include a traditional Einn- 
ish biscuit, mozzarella cheese 
produced in the Italian tradition 
and certain Belgian beers . 

EU labels referring to a prod- 
uct’ s geographical origin would 
also be revised. Examples of 
products carrying this logo in- 
clude Camembert cheese from the 
Normandy region of Erance; pro- 
sciutto ham from Parma, Italy; 
Kalamata olive oil from Greece; 
Scotch beef from the UK and 
bratwurst sausage from Nurem- 
berg, Germany. 

Meanwhile, an EU logo for 
organic foods is being developed. 
Starting in 2010, it will be man- 
datory for all products sold as 
organic in the EU. 


Accord 

heralds 

closer 

transport 

cooperation 

with Brazil 

Portugal and Brazil 
signed an accord this 
week to cooperate in 
transport projects 
including high- 
speed trains (TGV) 
and highway 
concessions, officials 
said. 

After inking the agree- 
ment at the Lisbon Minis- 
try of Public Works, Bra- 
zilian executive secretary 
of transport Paulo Passos 
said the protocol is a 
“stimulus” for further col- 
laboration in transport be- 
tween the two states. 

Brasilia and Lisbon will 
exchange information in 
areas such as TGV, logis- 
tic platforms and highway 
concessions. Brazil is 
planning its first TGV 
project, a 550-kilometre 
link between Rio de Ja- 
neiro, Sao Paulo and 
Campinhas. 

Passos said Brazil wants 
more Portuguese opera- 
tors involved in highway 
concessions in his country.

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Slight house price recovery in Portugal 



House prices dropped further around the 
world during the year to end-QI 2009, as 
personal expenditure decreased, consumer 
confidence remained low, credit remained 
tight and the unemployment rate 
worsened. 


Among the 32 countries in the 
Global Property Guide’ s survey 
of house prices 

(www.globalpropertyquide.com) 
27 recorded price falls during the 
year to the end of the first quar- 
ter of 2009, in real terms. 

The Global Property Guide 
uses price-changes after inflation, 
giving a more realistic picture 
than the (more upbeat) nominal 
figures usually preferred by real 
estate agents. 

While Portugal’ s house prices 
continued to fall year-on-year, 
the country was one of only a 
handful of countries to record 
growth in the first three months 
of the year when compared with 
the final quarter of 2008. 

During the year to end-Ql 
2009, price falls of more than 10 
percent occurred in 1 2 countries , 
worse than the previously worst- 
ever year to end last quarter of 
2008 (8 price falls above 10 per- 
cent). 

House prices in Portugal fell 
by an average of 5.82 percent, 
which is still two percent less 


than neighbouring Spain, while 
prices in the UK, be they based 
on the land registry’ s figures (- 
18.54 percent) or nationwide 
(down 19.09), recorded some of 
the worst falls across the globe. 

However, only 7 countries 
saw price falls of above 5 percent 
during the first quarter of 2009. 

Latvia, meanwhile, is in sur- 
prisingly deep trouble. Average 
apartment prices in Riga declined 
an astonishing 50 percent over a 
year earlier, to €747 per square 
metre, with a 30 percent drop 
during the first quarter. Latvia is 
in deep recession, with its 
economy contracting 1 8 percent 
in Q1 of 2009. 

Dubai’s house prices 
dropped 35 percent over the 
year earlier, and 42 percent over 
the quarter earlier. Dubai’s 
economy is closely tied to the 
global market. As uncertainties 
piled up, demand for properties 
collapsed. Many developers 
have delayed or postponed con- 
struction of projects. Credit has 
also been tight.

Itwould be child'splaytotakeout North 
Korea's nuclear facilities in a single 
coordinated strike. The North Korean air 
force is not modern enough to stop US or 
Russian or even Chinese strike aircraft. The 
country's few nuclear weapons are not 
deliverable by missile yet, so even if one or 
more of them did survive the first strike, 
Pyongyang could not hit back with nukes. 


So why don't the countries that 
worry about North Korea nuclear 
weapons skip the endless haggling 
with a regime that does not bargain 
in good faith, and just use their 
superior weapons to strike the 
nuclear card from North Korea's 
hand? Surely they aren't afraid of 
a conventional land invasion of the 
South by the North. 

The North Korean army is 
large, but without air cover it would 
be tom to shreds in a matter of days , 
or even hours . This is the 2 1 st cen- 
tury, and an army that cannot pro- 
tect itself from air attack is just a 
bunch of dead men walking . There 
must be some further considera- 
tion that keeps the option of a pre- 
ventive attack on N orth Korea off 
the table. 

There is. It is called China. 

It is a very long time since Mao 
T se-tung declared that China and 
North Korea were "as close as lips 
and teeth. " T oday's Beijing has lit- 
tle sympathy for a fellow Com- 
munist regime in Pyongyang that 
is not only bmtally repressive but 
also an abject economic failure. 
North Korea has even reverted to 
dynastic mle, and other medieval 
phenomena like famine have be- 
come chronic there. 

North Korea is an embarrass- 
ment to the Communist system 
that the Chinese regime uses to 
justify its own monopoly of 
power. Nevertheless, the Beijing 
regime cannot run the risk of let- 
ting Kim Jong-il's moth-eaten re- 
gime simply collapse, which 
would be the probable result of a 
successful disarming strike against 
Pyongyang's nuclear weapons. 

Regime collapse in Pyongyang 
would send a flood of destitute 
North Korean refugees across the 
frontier into China, and they might 
carry the infection with them. 
What China worries aboutis regime 
collapse inBeijing. 

It is twenty years this week 
since the pro-democracy move- 
ment in China was crushed when 
troops and tanks swept onto 
Tienanmen Squareon4 June, 1988 
and massacred hundreds or even 
thousands of students. The regime 
officially dismisses the protesters 
who camped peacefully on the 
square for weeks as "hooligans", 
but it is still haunted by the fear 
that the Chinese people might 
some day demand their country 
back. 

On the surface, it seems unlikely 
that they will demand it soon, for 
the Communist Party's strategy of 
buying the population's loyalty 
with high-speed economic growth 
has been arunaway success. Even 
during the worst global recession 
inhalf acentury, Chinais officially 
forecasting 10 percent economic 
growth in 2009. 

But what if the goose stops lay- 
ing the golden eggs ? It's one thing 
to be facing economic hard times 
in Berlin or Washington or Cape 
Town, where the government's 
legitimacy comes from democratic 


consent. It's another thing to be a 
government facing economic hard 
times when your only legitimacy 
comes from economic good times . 

Even in good times, the Chinese 
government is acutely aware that 
it is among the last surviving Com- 
munist regimes in the world, and 
that the ideology on which it bases 
its right to rule is essentially dead 
in the eyes of the people it rules. 
It could face a potentially fatal 
challenge very fast if things went 
wrong, and it knows it. That was 
what happened in 1989. 

Right-thinking liberals insist 
that the regime over-reacted in 
1989: if it had agreed to talk to the 
students instead of killing them, 
everything would have been all 
right. Zhao Ziyang, then general 
secretary of the Communist 
Party, who was dismissed and put 
under house arrest for the rest of 
his life, believed that to the day he 
died: "Most people were only 
asking us to correct our flaws, not 
attempting to overthrow our po- 
litical system." 

Maybe that is what most peo- 
ple wanted in Tienanmen Square 
in June of 1 989, but if the regime 
had started to make concessions 
it would have been gone by the end 
of the year. That was what hap- 
pened in Poland, East Germany, 
Czechoslovakia, Romania, even- 
tually even in the Soviet Union 
itself. It would have happened in 
China, too. 

The lesson that the Chinese 
Conununist Party has learned 
from 1989is that there mustbe no 
more examples of collapsing 
Communist regimes, especially 
on China's borders . The danger of 
infection, however remote, is too 
great to be tolerated, so North 
Korea's regime must survive. 

Beijing has said that it is "reso- 
lutely opposed" to North Korea's 
nuclear test, but it will not allow 
the Pyongyang regime to be over- 
thrown. So no disarming strike 
against North Korea is possible, 
and the next stage in the crisis is 
likely to happen at sea when some 
North Korean ship suspected of 
carrying nuclear contraband is 
stopped. 

Or you could just have a nasty 
incident between the fishing fleets 
jostling for the best positions near 
the disputed sea border between 
North and South Korea.

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Millions opt for religious tourism 


While there are no official sta- 
tistics to confirm it, recent esti- 
mations have calculated that re- 
ligious tourism in Portugal at- 
tracts several million tourists 
every year, generating around 
€700 million in revenue and rep- 
resenting 10 percent of the over- 
all tourism in Portugal. 

The lack of official figures is 
explained by the fact that ‘reli- 
gious tourism’ (visits to places of 
religious interest) is not catego- 
rized as such,butisinfactclassi- 
fiedas ‘cultural tourism’. 

This has been criticized by re- 
searchers and tour operators who 
believe Portugal’ s current Strate- 
gic Tourism Plan should be re- 
formed to include an 1 1* tourism 
category. Religious Tourism. 

Entities such as the Portu- 


guese Tourist Board and the 
World Religious Travel Associa- 
tion (WRTA) have also com- 
plained about the lack of statis- 
tics relating purely to this sector 
in Portugal. Kevin Wright, head 
of the WRTA, said “there is no 
specific data relating to Portugal 
in this sector with the exception 
of those relating solely to visitors 
to the Fatima Sanctuary”. 

On a global scale, every year 
between 300 and 330 million 
people embark on a religion- 
based trip, which overall gener- 
ates revenue of between 15 and 
18 billion euros. 

Portugal is believed to gener- 
ate around two percent of that 
traffic. Of the seven million peo- 
ple who visit Portugal for reli- 
gious purposes, around five mil- 


lion of those head for Fatima. 

Internationally, Fourdes, in 
France, is one of the mainreligious 
destinations, with six milhon visi- 
tors every year. However the 
record goes to Kumbha Mela (In- 
dia), whose celebrations take 
place every 12 years and saw 75 
million people gather in 2001 . 

Santiago de Compostela 
(Spain) is also a popular religious 
destination. 

In Portugal the main religious 
places of interest, besides Fatima, 
are the Bom Jesus and Our Fady 
of Sameiro Sanctuaries (both in 
Braga), as well as the Sao Bento 
da Porta Aberta Sanctuary, in 
Geres, the SenhoradaPenhaSanc- 
tuary, in Guimaraes, and the 
Mafra Convent and Mosteiro dos 
Jeronimos, in Fisbon. 


Government launches multi-million euro 
tourist campaign 


Portuguese State Secretary for 
Tourism Bernardo Trindade this 
week confirmed that the Govern- 
ment is about to launch a new 
tourist promotion campaign 
worth a reported €7.5 million. 

The strategic campaign will be 
launched in several foreign coun- 
tries to promote Portugal abroad 
and attract new visitors. 

This new campaign was de- 
cided upon today in a meeting 
that) oined together the StateSec- 
retary for Tourism, Portugal’s 
key tourism representatives and 
regional tourism board directors, 
all of whom gave a positive re- 
view of recent promotions. 

Countries including Scandina- 
via, Ireland, France, Holland, Ger- 


many, the UK, and Spain have all 
hosted Portuguese tourist cam- 
paigns in recent times, which 
have reportedly more than dou- 
bled the number of citizens from 
those countries visiting Portugal. 

“Regarding the effort we made 
within these markets we have 
increased Portugal’s market 
quota in comparison to its com- 
petition. We used to have -0.8 
percent of the market, now we 
have 2.2 percent of the market, 
meaning we more than doubled 
our market viability in compari- 
son to others”, the State Secre- 
tary affirmed. 

The assessment made this 
week by the strategic tourism 
promotion committee was very 


positive and praised past efforts 
for helping Portugal recover from 
a 30 percent drop in reservations 
at the beginning of the year, to 
less than a 10 percent drop at 
present. 

State Secretary Trindade pre- 
dicted “We therefore foresee that, 
with developments in countries 
such as Scandinavia, Ireland, 
France and Holland we will have 
positive growth by the end of 
sununer”. 

He did, however, consider the 
British market to be a more diffi- 
cult one to recuperate as it is suf- 
fering not one but two adverse 
factors; the crisis, and the depre- 
ciation of the pound in relation to 
the euro.

French tourist was dragged out to 
seaby strong currents at Odeceixe 
beach. 

Whilst stmggling out at sea, the 
man suffered a heart attack and 
consequently drowned. The 
man’s body was recovered by a 
nearby surfer, who took him back 
to the beach, more than 150 me- 
tres away, already lifeless. The 
man’ s death was confirmed when 
the Emergency Medical Services 
arrived. 

The French tourist died on the 
day before the inauguration of the 
bathing season, on June L‘, end- 
ing the unmanned beach season in 
tragedy. 

Odeceixe beach is well known 
for its dangerous currents; just 
three months ago, in March, a 
Polish tourist also lost his life af- 
ter being pulled out to sea with 
three friends. 

As Odeceixe beach does not 
have a concession, in these situa- 
tions Councils hire lifeguards to 
work on the beaches to ensure 
people are safe during the bathing 
season. 

Despite the official inaugura- 
tion of the bathing season, some 
concessionaires were unable to 
open their water sports and sun 
bed areas in time as they could not 
find lifeguards to man their con- 
cessions. Francisco Barbosa, 
Chairman of AISCOMA (Asso- 
ciation of Beach Concessions of 
the Algarve), said there is a short- 
age of around 40 lifeguards in the 
Algarve alone, but this should not 
make swimmers feel less safe as 
neighbouring concessions with 
lifeguards usually watch over the 
unmanned beaches . 

The lack of lifeguards is aprob- 
lem that can be seen all over Por- 
tugal, with several councils asking 
for the bathing season to be post- 
poned.

Rubbish clearance 
along Cascais coastline 


Over 1 50 divers and volunteers gathered in Cascais last 
weekend to participate in an ocean clearance initiative, 
'Clean upthe Atlantic'. The project was a great success as 
over two tonnes of rubbish was col lected from the bottom 
of the sea as well as a further two from the beaches. 


Homeowners from Sao Domingos de 
Benfica, near Bensaude Park in Lisbon, have 
put a complaint forward to the Council 
regerding their plans to cut down four very 
old eucalyptus trees in the park, saying it is 
completely unnecessary. 


The Councillor for Green 
Spaces has given his justification 
to nearby residents who do not 
agree with the felling of the trees 
by saying the trees are diseased 
and at risk of falling. His com- 
ments were dismissed though as 
the residents say the trunks are 
in perfect condition and some 
simple trimming of the branches 
will solve the problem. 

The felling order came after the 
Councillor for Green Spaces 


asked for an inspection to be 
made of the trees in Bensaude 
Park and concluded that felling 
is the only answer in order to 
keep residents safe as he claims 
they could fall at any time. 

The Bensaude Park will be 
undergoing several renovations 
in October, when more trees are 
expected to be planted. 

A project is also being created 
to change the entrance and ac- 
cesses to the park. 


Dozens of people collected, 
weighed and separated rubbish 
on Pescadores beach last week- 
end whilst a giant television 
broadcasted a live feed of divers 
collecting rubbish at the bottom 
of the sea. 

Shopping carts, tyres and 
fishing equipment were just 
some of the odd items found by 
the 120 divers scouring the sea 
bed, with some requiring the as- 
sistance of a crane to hoist up 
the heaviest objects. 

Maria Joao, project manager 


of Cascais Atlantico, explained 
that it was the second year of 
the initiative that seeks to raise 
awareness of ocean and beach 
debris, having increased the 
number of divers considerably 
compared to last year, from 25 
to 120. “We are aware of prob- 
lems with rubbish in the sea and 
so we will be repeating this ini- 
tiative in years to come” said 
the project manager. 

One of the divers, Miguel 
Lacerda, hoped that the initia- 
tive reminded people that “the 


next time they throw rubbish 
into the sea, they remember 
there were hundreds of people 
working all day, without being 
paid, to collect the rubbish oth- 
ers have created.” 

The ‘Clean up the Atlantic’ 
was promoted by Cascais 
Atlantico, Grupo Ecologico de 
Cascais and ProjectMar, with 
Sociedade Ponto Verde also col- 
laborating. 

The initiative was carried out 
in two phases: an underwater 
clearance on Saturday at 


Pescadores beach and a beach 
clean up at Boca do Inferno on 
Friday and at Farol da Guia on 
Sunday. 

The ProjectMar spokes- 
man, Gabriel Marques, said it 
was “the biggest initiative pro- 
moted yet”, comparing it to 
their previous clean ups in 
Portimao, Sesimbra and 
Peniche; “In the following 
months we are going to be in the 
North; and in August in Porto 
Covo for a mega operation” he 
added. 


NaoePossivel? 


Malcolm Gladwellis a bushy 
haired, brilliant, British and 
American journalist best known 
for his blockbuster non-fiction 
book. Blink. His most recent 
book. Outliers fascinates me 
even more. The author argues that 
when we try to understand suc- 
cess, we normally start off with 
the wrong question. We ask 
“What is this successful person 
like?” When we should really be 
asking “Where are they from?” 
The real secret of success (or fail- 
ure) hinges on the culture the suc- 
cessful people grow up in and in 
the way they spend their time. 

Outliers are people, or coun- 
tries, who fall outside of the 
norm, for better or for worse. I 
bought the book to understand 
how Bill Gates created his em- 
pire and what made the Beatles 
rise to instantaneous success. 
Instead, I learned why Portugal 
stays stuck. 

When I moved here in 1 99 1 1 
tried tirelessly to establish the 
writing skills seminar company 
that I had succes sfully built in the 
USA. Bank after bank, company 
after company politely turned 
me down, or did not answer my 
calls or letters . Finally, one bank 
hired me for a two-day writing 
skills workshop. The bank had a 
large international clientele and 


many employees had to write 
business letters in English. Before 
I started the project I analyzed 
hundreds of letters that employ- 
ees had written in the past year. 
The sentences were paragraph 
length, the expressions awk- 
wardly phrased and the main 
point was hidden or absent alto- 
gether. During the workshop I 
used the letters (with no names or 
identifying data) to explain how 
simple, direct and concise com- 
munication could better serve 
theirclients and their overall busi- 
ness. Silence pervaded the room. 
In summary, at the end of the 
course, the manager politely 
thanked me and that was the end 
of the contract and my writing 
skills business in Portugal. The 
message I intuited: “Thanks, but 
no thanks. We like hour way.” Do 
you remember Michael Porter? 
The Portuguese government 
hired him in the Expo era to ana- 
lyse Portugal’s business pros- 
pects and guide them toward a 
successful future in Europe. In 
sunrmary, after paying him mil- 
lions , the government changed, his 
ideas were dismissed (he was criti- 
cal of Portugal but gave construc- 
tive alternatives), and the report 
fell into obscurity. The message, 
“Thanks, but no thanks. We’ll do 
it our way.” 


Gladwell then writes about 
countries that suffer from “uncer- 
tainty avoidance, “countries most 
reliant on mles and plans and most 
likely to stick to procedure regard- 
less of circumstances.” Portugal 
ran ks second on his hst after Greece 
and before Guatemala and Uru- 
guay. Next, he talks about coun- 
tries with high and low power dis- 
tance indexes. Portugal, for exam- 
ple, must be ahigh power distance 
country — so are Brazil, Morocco 
and Mexico. In these countries 
there is a huge hierarchal difference 
between people in authority and 
people who consider themselves 
“lower.” Those lower on the so- 
cial and power scales are non-as- 
sertive, non-risk takers and indi- 
rect communicators. In short, they 
speak indirectly and do not say 
what they mean. Is that why 
“talvez ” , “Ado and Ado, ndo” 

are staples in the Portuguese lan- 
guage? Americans and many Eu- 
ropeans are low power distance 
communicators. I have always 
been as direct with a sales clerk as 
I would be with her manager. The 
same goes for laws. If a person 
abuses, steals or kills I’d like to 
think that justice is fairly well 
served equally in the U S and other 
low- power distance countries. 
One law for all prevails. But why 
are the Casa Pia “alleged” perpe-

trators still walking free, seen on 
the beach at Guincho and dining 
in Cascais? Isn’t it time to com- 
plete the case, one way or the 
other? And one banking scoun- 
drel still plays golf while thou- 
sands have lost their savings al- 
legedly at his helm. 

Could culture be the answer 
here? Gladwell thinks so, and af- 
ter reading his book, so do I. 

Maybe the book will help me 
accept that Portugal has been the 
way it is for much longer than F ve 
been around or ever will be. It’ s 
sunny here, and the fish tastes 
good. Shouldn’t that be enough?

Oeiras residents complain 
over rubbish collections 



Residents of Altode Alges, in Oeiras, are 
outraged bytheend of door-to-door 
rubbish collections in the area, with 
further confusion being caused as five 
different types of rubbish containers have 
been placed within a stretch of 500 
metres. 


Representing the residents of 
Alto do Alges, Joao Salgueiro is 
outraged by the fact that nobody 
was informed that door to door 
rubbish collections have been re- 
placed by the ‘Ecopontos’ (re- 
cycling points) system. The nu- 
merous different types of recy- 
cling containers in the area have 
caused even further confusion to 
residents, who now have five dif- 
ferent systems of recycling to 
choose from. “We have the 
door-to-door, the ‘molocs’, the 
Ecological Islands, the 
‘ecopontos’ and the traditional 
rubbish containers. All this in 
Alto do Alges, on a 500 metre 
stretch of road. The neighbour- 
hood is in great confusion” said 
Joao Salgueiro. 

Eive residents of Alto de Alges 
went to the Municipal Assembly 
to understand why the Council 
had decided to end the door-to- 
door scheme, as well as demand 
to see the study which convinced 
the Council to reach their deci- 
sion. The Vice-President of the 


Council, Paulo Vistas, in the ab- 
sence of the Environment Min- 
ister, explained that the deci- 
sion was made due to a number 
of environmental reasons, 
mainly the high amount of CO^ 
emissions that are released into 
the atmosphere from the door 
to door rubbish collection. 
“Oeiras Council is still consid- 
ering different points of view” 
said the Vice-President, adding 
“it is important that residents 
are involved, because, if we re- 
ceive the complaints, the Coun- 
cil will reanalyse the situation 
and if the door-to-door scheme 
is the best solution we can go 
back to it.” 

Oeiras Council had an- 
nounced the end of the door-to- 
door rubbish collections in some 
areas of the Council in May, pre- 
ferring the ‘ecopontos’ system. 
Environmentalists, Quercus and 
residents allege that this deci- 
sion is not the best, as studies 
show that door-to-door collec- 
tions are more effective.

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The raw truth 
about sushi 

Notall Japanese food involves rawfish andsushi doesn't 
have to be expensive - if you make it yourself. We attend 
a sushi-making class in Tokyo and give some great recipes 
for other tasty Japanese treats using the essential 
ingredient soya sauce. By Kate Whiting 

Saucy tips and recipes 

Soy sauce is known best in the UK as the sushi-dipping sauce, but 
there are loads of other ways you can enjoy it. And it works equally 
well with Japanese dishes or Western ones. Try the following tips 
and recipes from Kikkoman for a saucier life. 

1 . Make a tasty, low-fat salad dressing by shaking together soy 
sauce, fresh orange juice, sesame oil and a crushed garlic clove. 

2. Mix grated cheese with a dash of soy sauce, spread on toast and 
grill until bubbling . 

3 . Sprinkle over scrambled eggs with chopped spring onion for an 
oriental twist. 

4. Add to vegetable soup to make it tastier. 

5 . Mix with ketchup , honey, oil and grated ginger for an easy s weet- 
and-sour marinade for chicken or pork. 

Chicken with sukiyaki noodles (Serves 4) 

To save time on preparation, use ready-sliced fresh chicken 
strips or use other meats such as pork or beef. 

4 tbsp Kikkoman soy sauce 
1-2 tbsp rice wine 
3 tbsp groundnut oil 
1 large courgette, sliced 

1 orange pepper, deseeded and cut into chunks 
8 spring onions, trimmed and sliced 
150g/5oz beansprouts 

350g/12oz chicken breasts, cut into small chunks or thin strips 

2 tsp ground coriander 
1 tsp ground cumin 

1/2 tsp hot chilli powder 

250g/9oz thin or medium egg noodles, cooked & drained 
Sliced chillies, to garnish 

1. Heat two tablespoons of 
the oil in a wok, add the cour- 
gette, pepper and spring onions . 

Stir-fry over a brisk heat for five 
minutes. Add the beansprouts, 
stir-fry for a further two min- 
utes . Remove from the wok and 
set aside. 

2 . Add the remaining oil to the 
wok, heat and stir-fry the 
chicken for five minutes. Add 
the coriander, cumin and chilli 
powder and stir-fry for a fur- 
ther one minute. 

3. Return the vegetables to 
the wok and toss with the 
chicken. Add the noodles, soy and when piping hot, serve in 
sauce and rice wine. Toss eve- bowls sprinkled with chilli 
ry thing together over the heat slices. 



Steak with mustard, soy and port 

sauce (Serves 4) 

Mustard and soy sauce add warmth and a satisfying savouri- 
ness to the sauce, while port adds a touch of sweetness. 

2 tbsp sunflower oil 


200g/7oz mushrooms, sliced 
4 tbsp ruby port 
200ml/7fl oz beef stock 
2 tbsp Kikkoman soya sauce 
1 tsp English mustard 

1 . Heat the oil in a large, heavy 
frying pan. Add the steaks and 
cook over a high heat for 2-4 
minutes on each side, depend-

ing on their thickness and how 
you like your meat cooked.

2 . Add the mushrooms to the 
pan, lower the heat to medium 
and fry for about five minutes 
until tender, stirring occasion- 
ally.

4. Return the steaks to the 
pan, simmer for one minute 
then serve with chunky chips, 
sauteed or new potatoes, plus 
grilled tomatoes and salad or a 
green vegetable. 


Soy-glazed salmon with butter bean 

mash (Serves 4) 

Wild rocket adds a pleasant tang to the mash. 

4 X 150g/5oz salmon fillets, skinned 

Finely grated zest and juice of 1 lime 

3 tbsp Kikkoman soy sauce 

1 tbsp runny honey 

2 tsp wholegrain mustard 

3 X 400g/14oz tins of butter beans, drained and rinsed 

25g/loz butter 

5 tbsp creme fraiche 

1 garlic clove, peeled and crushed 

50g/2oz wild rocket 

Lemon or lime wedges, to garnish 

1. Lay the fish, skinned side 
down, in a non-stick frying pan. 

Mix the lime zest and juice, soy 
sauce, honey and mustard to- 
gether and pour over the salmon. 

2. Slide the pan under a hot 
grill and cook for about five min- 
utes or until the fish is done, bast- 
ing once or twice with the pan 
juices. 

3 . Meanwhile, heat the butter 
beans in a pan with the butter, 
creme fraiche and garlic. Roughly 
mash with a potato masher and 
continue to heat until bubbling. 

Add the rocket and cook until it 
wilts. 

4. Serve the salmon on a bed 
of the butter bean mash, pour- 



ing over the cooking juices from 
the pan. Garnish with lime 
wedges. 


Chilli beef and mushroom stir-fry (Serves4) 

Accompany this spicy beef stir-fry with noodles or egg-fried rice 
and extra soy sauce to drizzle over. Cut the steak into thin strips 
across the grain of the meat so the fibres running down it are short 
and the beef stays deliciously tender when cooked. 

350g (12oz) rump or sirloin steak 

3 tbsp Kikkoman soy sauce 

Juiceof 1 lime 

1 tbsp sesame oil or 1 tsp toasted sesame oil 

1 red chilli, deseeded and very finely chopped 

2 tbsp sunflower oil 

200g (7oz) mushrooms, sliced or left whole if small 

125g (4 l/2oz) tenderstem broccoli 

2 heads of baby pak choi, shredded 

75g (3oz) bean sprouts 

1 . Trim any fat from the steak 
and cut the meat into thin strips. 

In a shadow dish, mix together the 
soy sauce, lime juice, sesame oil 
and chilli, add the steak and turn 
the strips over until they are well- 
coated. 

2. Cover the dish with cling film 
and leave in the fridge to mari- 
nate for several hours or over- 
night. 

3 . Heat one tablespoon of sun- 
flower oil in a wok or large frying 
pan. Lift half the steak from the 
marinade and stir-fry over a high 
heat for two minutes until 
browned. Remove from the pan 
and set aside. 

4. Add the rest of the steak to 
the pan, reserving the marinade, 
and stir-fry for two minutes. Re- 
move and set aside. 

5 . Add the remaining oil to the 
pan and stir-fry the mushrooms 



for two minutes. Add the 
tenderstem broccoli, stir-fry for 
one minute, then add the pak choi 
and bean sprouts and stir-fry for 
a further one minute. Return the 
steak to the pan, pour over the 
reserved marinade and toss eve- 
rything together over the heat for 
2 minutes until piping hot. Serve 
at once.

Climate, from pg. 1 

Tourists visiting the Algarve 
can now look forward to seeing 
fish they previously would 
have only found in sub-tropical 
seas or warmer corners of the 
Mediterranean Sea. 

On the other hand, explained 
Jorge Gonsalves in comments 
to the Lusa News Agency, ma- 
rine flora, typical of cooler wa- 
ters, is being pushed further 
north, seeking to escape the ris- 
ing sea water temperature in the 
Algarve. 

Jorge Gon 9 alves, aresearcher 
at the Centre of Ocean Sciences 
at the University of the Algarve, 
further believes that overall, the 
maj or benefactor of the climate 
change in the Algarve, will be the 
fishing industry, which can look 
forward to a greater array and 
variety of fish species appear- 
ing in their nets. 

In separate findings, and per- 
haps more disconcerting, an- 
other researcher at the Univer- 
sity has predicted that the Al- 
garve will be affected by peri- 
ods of drought that will last 
much longer and be far more 
severe. 

In addition, explains Tomasz 
Boski, the region will be hit by 
more frequent forest fires, while 
days of recorded rainfall will be 
greatly reduced, though storms 
will be more violent and spread 
into the summer months as is the 
case in tropical regions. 

Another feature of the re- 
gion’ s changing climate will be 
the regular appearance of ‘dry 
fog’ . According to the coordi- 
nator at the Centre for Marine 
and Environmental Research, 
this phenomenon occurs 
mostly in May (as it did last 
Sunday on May 3 1 and is re- 
lated to sand granules being 
blown into the Algarve from the 
Sahara Dessert. 

Another recent study mean- 
while revealed that in a hundred 
years from now, most of the 
Portuguese coastline could be 
waterlogged and temperatures 
in the Algarve will soar, becom- 
ing a playground for swarms of 
bugs and parasites and forcing 
tourists to head north. 

The study, exploring the ef- 
fects of climate change on Ibe- 
rian destinations to the end of 
the 21st century, was con- 
ducted by the Estoril Higher 
School of Tourism and Hospi- 
tality (ESHTE), its predictions 
being described as “worrying”, 
by Eunice Gonsalves, head of 
the ESHTE’ s directive board 
and co-author of the study. 

“The study was devised to 
warn people that if nothing is 
done to prevent the predicted 
future there are strong prob- 
abilities this catastrophic sce- 
nario will become a reality”, she 
said. 

Rises in average tempera- 


tures of up to six degrees are 
forecast by the study for the 
Algarve, figures that have been 
predicted by other recent stud- 
ies and surveys. 

As a consequence, it is antici- 
pated that tourist flows will 
start to head north, in search of 
cooler temperatures, and that 
winter will become the high 
season for the Algarve and 
southern Spain. 

Those responsible for the re- 
search said climate change 
won’ the the ‘death’ of the Al- 
garve, “but as a destination it 
will start to thin out and cause 
other regions to fatten up”, like 
Northern Portugal, Madeira 
and the Azores. 

One of the most worrying ef- 
fects is the average rise of sea 
levels, because of which experts 
predict a large part of Portu- 
guese coastline will become 
waterlogged and submeced. 

On a global scale, this cen- 
tury the sea has risen by 10 to 
20 centimetres due to the melt- 
ing of polar icecaps. 

In a related story, a leading 
Portuguese expert has forecast 
that summer could last between 
five and six months by the mid- 
dle of this century. 

The official ‘bathing’ sea- 
son, which commenced on June 
1st and ends on September 
30th, may have to be revised as 
thermometers start hitting the 
30-degree mark earlier in the 
year, with temperatures in their 
mid-20s lasting well into Octo- 
ber. 

According to one of Portu- 
gal’ s leading specialists in cli- 
mate change, “With the rise in 
average temperatures, what we 
know as summer will be ex- 
tended. Within the next 50 
years, we will have five or six 
months of summer as opposed 
to two or three”, explained 
Eilipe Duarte Santos. 

Since records began in Por- 
tugal, January 2008 was con- 
firmed as the second hottest 
ever. 

Thermometers were also 1 .3° 
above the usual January aver- 
age, additional data showed. 

Portugal was, in 2006, sin- 
gled out in the Stern Review as 
being one of the European 
countries that will suffer most 
from global warming. 

“The Mediterranean will see 
an increase in water shortages, 
heatwaves andforest fires. Por- 
tugal, along with Spain and 
Italy, will be the hardest hit, 
which could result in a swing 
northwards in summer tour- 
ism”, explained the report. 

The four years leading up to 
2007 were the hottest on record 
in Portugal while the drought 
in 2005 and 2006 was only bro- 
ken by heavy rains and floods 
three winters ago.

Attracting wildlife to your garden is still on the agenda of top designers, as horticultural shows 
are demonstrating this year - with butterflies very much in the picture. 


Around the world many spe- 
cies of butterfly are in serious 
decline and so exhibitors at this 
year’ s Chelsea Flower Show in 


the UK have been promoting 
plants and habitats to help them. 

Show gardens displayed ‘but- 
terfly mounds’ and plantings of 


nectar-rich, traditional annual 
bedding plants such as cherry- 
pie plant heliotropium to attract 
hoverflies and butterflies. 


good garden 
might be visited by 22 
species of butterfly 
and hundreds of dif- 
ferent moths each 
year, depending on 
where you live. 

Now PlantforLife, 
an initiative run by the 
Horticultural Trades 
Association to help 
people make the most 
of their gardens, has 
teamed up with envi- 
ronmental charity 
Butterfly Conserva- 
tion to launch a pub- 
lic awareness campaign to en- 
courage people to attract butter- 
flies into their gardens and onto 
their balconies and terraces. 


Butterfly Conservation 
President, the world famous. Sir 
David Attenborough said of 
Britain earlier this year: “Al- 
most unbelievably, much of the 
countryside is a no-go 
area for many favour- 
ite butterflies. Habitat 
has been ploughed up 
or become overgrown. 
Anybody who’ s been 
for a country walk re- 
cently will tell you 
butterflies are a rarity. 
Scientists fear that in 
some areas we’re en- 
tering a post-butterfly 
era.” 

The campaigners 
have now produced a 
guide. Making Your 
Garden Flutter, which 
offers tips to help pre- 
serve these creatures. 

Butterflies love 
heavily-scented flow- 
ers, so plant Sedum spectabile 
and Verbena bonariensis to at- 
tract them into your garden. 

Nectar-rich plants such as 
cowslip (Primula veris), bugle 
(Ajuga reptans), lavender and 
honesty flowers will also en- 
courage them in. Many good 
nectar plants are hardy, peren- 
nial and easy to grow. 

Grow flowers in sunny, shel- 
tered areas, as butterflies will 
seek out the warmest parts of 
your garden. Create shelter for 
butterflies by planting shrubs 
and small trees such as common 
honeysuckle around the edges of 
your plot, but make sure your 
flower beds remain in full sun- 
light. 

Keep a good variety of flow- 


ers which are available from 
early spring to autumn in your 
garden. Plants such as Buddleia 
davidii ‘Harlequin’ will give but- 
terflies the fuel they need to keep 
them airborne. A patch of mud 
is also useful, both to butterflies 
for drinking and to birds build- 
ing nests. 

Early flowers are great for 
butterflies just emerging from hi- 
bernation, such as aubrieta, clo- 
ver, pansy, and wallflower. 
Some phlox flower in spring, 
while others in summer through 
to the autumn. Nasturtiums are 
easy to grow and very hardy. 
Their brightly cloured flowers 
bloom from early spring until 
late autumn. 

In late summer and autumn 
some species need to build up 
their reserves in preparation for 
winter, so benefit from late- 
summer bloomers including 
buddleia, sedum, ivy, oxeye 
daisy, mint, scabious and 
thyme. 

Creating a wild area within 
your garden can encourage but- 
terfly species to breed. Simply 
allow grasses and wild flowers 
which are already there to grow, 
or supplement them with extra 
plants . In the first year of grow- 
ing the wild area, cut it several 
times to allow the wild flowers 
a chance against other competi- 
tive grasses.

Three 
ways to... 

Use evergreens to 
deceive the eye 

1. Make your garden look 
longer by using the shape, texture 
and colour of evergreens to alter 
perspective. Plant progressively 
smaller plants as you go down the 
garden. Similarly, plants with 
larger leaves will seem closer and 
those with smaller leaves more 
distant. 

2. Emphasise the length of 
your garden by using pale blues 
and mauves at the end, to recede 
into the distance, and bright or- 
anges and reds closer to the house. 

3. Hide eyesores by planting 
evergreens to provide screening 
all year round. 


Sensible, staid and 
unsurprising - this year’ s Chel- 
sea Elower Show had an em- 
phasis on recycling, growing 
your own, encouraging wildlife 
and choosing plants which per- 
form well for their money. 

Colours were muted - greens 
and blacks dominated, with 
splashes of white, mauve and 
deep purple - and certain plants 
such as dahlias were noticeable 
by their absence in the show 
gardens, while alliums also 
seemed to have gone slightly 
out of fashion. 

Natural stone, recycled 
brick, granite and wood domi- 
nated the hard landscaping, 
with several matt-black 
painted backdrops setting off 


green foliage and textures effec- 
tively. 

Visitors may be able to take 
more inspiration from this year’ s 
planting schemes, as designers 
have tended to use plants which 
are actually flowering at the right 
time - there was an abundance of 
azaleas, rhododendrons and 
irises - while there were fewer 
examples of plants which had 
been forced or held back specifi- 
cally so they’ d be at their best for 
the show. 

Of course, the recession has 
been on people’ s minds - three 
credit-cmnch gardens by designer 
S arah Eberle generated great in- 
terest - while ways to transform 
small urban spaces also played a 
big part.

What did people take away 
with them from this year’s 
show? 

Well, plenty of ideas on re- 
alistic planting schemes with 
easy-to-grow specimens 
which will do well in this coun- 
try, ideas on how to attract 
wildlife, including bees and 
butterflies, to your garden, and 
also how to grow fruit and veg 
in a variety of situations, in- 
cluding the flower border. 

TV’s ‘Top Gear’ presenter 
James May’ s Paradise In Plas- 
ticine, an urban garden made up 
entirely of gaudy plasticine 
plants and accompanying 
fripperies, will undoubtedly 
gain much coverage because it 
is so different.

In these situations infections 
are usually caused through im- 
proper sterilisation of equip- 
ment. If this equipment is then 
used to cut the cuticles, and the 
therapist cuts the skin and 
causes bleeding (this should not 
be part of a pedicure either but 
you do get careless therapists) 
then a serious infection can be 
the result. 

One reason that cases like this 
are on the rise is down to inad- 
equate training for therapists. 
Training for pedicures can now 
be completed in a one day course 
- not nearly long enough to cover 
all aspects of practical and 
theory. It’ s also quite common, 
especially here in Portugal, for 
people to carry out manicures 
and pedicures with no training 
at all . r m not s ay ing you need a 
Masters Degree to carry out 
pedicures but you do need thor- 
ough training and a qualification, 
no treatment is that basic that 
training is not required. 

It is essentially important 
that you take pedicure treat- 
ment seriously, don’t just agree 
to a quick pedicure while you’re 
sat in the chair at the hairdress- 
ers. A pedicure is a serious treat- 
ment and should be treated as 
such. Choose your therapist the 
same way you’d choose your 
hairdresser. You can ask to see 
certificates, a professional 
therapi St won ’ the offended and 
it will at least set your mind at 
ease. Look at the surroundings. 
Can you see equipment in 
barbicide (a blue liquid that 
should be used to sterilise pedi- 
cure equipment). Is your thera- 
pist well presented? Asking 
these questions will help you to 


decide if it is the right place to 
have a pedicure. 

So you’re now happy with 
the cleanliness and hygiene in 
the salon, you’re enjoying your 
pedicure but alarm bells start to 
ring when the therapist digs 
down the side of your nail with 
a cuticle stick. . . DING DING 
DING! Beauty Therapists are 
not Chiropodists, digging 
down the sides of your nails can 
lift your nail plate and can lead 
to fungal infections and most 
therapists will not have the 
equipment to do this safely. A 
beauty therapist should also 
cut your nails straight across to 
avoid ingrown toenails, it is not 
safe for a therapist to cut out 
ingrown nails as this can lead to 
further problems - this type of 
thing should always be done by 
a fully qualified Chiropodist. 
Don’t think it’s normal for a 
therapist to rub aggressively at 
the hard skin on your feet (L ve 
heard of people doing this un- 
til they bleed) this is not nor- 
mal pedicure procedure. A bit 
of hard skin on the bottom of 
your feet helps to protect them, 
you don’t have to remove it all. 

It’s now pedicure season so 
be on your guard, choose a good 
salon with a fully qualified 
therapist and remember you 
do, unfortunately, get what 
you pay for. If the woman in 
America had gone to a reputa- 
ble salon and paid a little bit 
more she would still have her 
toenail !

Mike Brown, scientific advisor 
for Boots on sun protection, 
says : “Children spend lots of time 
playing outside during the sum- 
mer months, so they’re particu- 
larly at risk of sun damage. Much 
of our sun exposure happens be- 
fore the age of 2 1 , and just one in- 
stance of sunburn can double the 
risk of skin cancer in later life, so 
it’ s essential to protect children.” 

We’ve asked the experts for 
advice and remedies to make sure 
the sun and other seasonal haz- 
ards don’t ruin your fun. 

Sunburn 


» Symptoms: They can include

Cover up with loose clothing 
and a hat, and avoid going in the 
sun between 11am and 3pm. 
Apply sunscreen with a sun pro- 
tection factor (SPF) of at least 1 5 
for adults , and around 40 for chil- 
dren, half an hour before going out 
in the sun. 

Brown says: “We shouldbase 
our decision to wear suncream on 
the weather and UV index, which 
measures the strength of ultravio- 
let (UV) radiation from the sun. 
Often people only think of wear- 
ing sun protection when abroad, 
but the heat from the sun can be 
just as strong in the UK.” 

» How do I treat it? 

Mild sunburn: Apply mois- 
turising lotion or after-sun cream 
to cool the skin and relieve tight- 
ness. Cool the skin by sponging 
with lukewarm water or having a 
cool bath, while calamine lotion 
may relieve soreness and itching. 

Drink plenty of fluids, not al- 
cohol, to replace water lost 
through sweating, and avoid direct 
sunlight until the bum has healed. 
For adults, painkillers such as 
ibuprofen or paracetamol may 
help reduce swelling and pain. 

Severe burns: These may re- 
quire medical attention, and if a

baby or small child is sunburnt, 
or if blisters and fever occur, seek 
medical advice. 

Insect bites 

» Symptoms: Nina Goad of the 
British Association of 
Dermatologists explains: “When 
insects like mosquitoes bite, 
they inject a series of chemicals 
into the skin which are 
inflammatory and can produce 
itching, redness and blisters.” 

» Can you prevent it? 

Anti-insect repellents will 
help keep the insects away. As 
well as the chemical ones, there 
are many natural and organic va- 
rieties. If you’ re lying by a pool, 
put loose clothing over your 
swimming costume to help stop 
the insects having direct access to 
your skin. If you’re in a country 
where they’re going to cause 
some havoc at night then invest 
in a mosquito net. 

» Any alternative treatments? 

Citronella is known to keep in- 
sects at bay and you can get it in 
various formats. The oil is good for 
applying to your body, and can- 
dles will keep them out of your 
room. Once you’ve been bitten, 
calendula cream- which uses plant 
extracts - will soothe the bites. 
Likewise, aloe vera will help you 


stop itching those little bumps. 

An oatmeal bath with one cup 
of oatmeal is rumoured to stop the 
symptoms of insect bites - al- 
though it could become a bit 
messy. Another old wives ’s tale 
to stop the itching is to make a 
paste of three teaspoons of bak- 
ing soda and one teaspoon of 
water and then apply to the bites . 
» Over-the-counter treatments 

Holland & Barrett Citronella 
Oil; Boots Repel Insect Repel- 
lent Spray; and Benadryl Skin 
Allergy Relief Cream - for stings, 
bites, itching and skin irritation. 

Heat rash 

» Symptoms: An itchy rash 
which sometimes includes small 
blisters. 

When the sun comes out many 
will soon be covered in a bumpy 
itchy rash. While most people 
know it as heat rash, it’ s medical 
name is miliaria and it’ s often re- 
ferred to as prickly heat. 

Why does it happen? Goad 
explains: “It is thought to be 
caused when the sweat glands 
become blocked, and conunonly- 
affected areas include the hands, 
feet and skin folds.” 

» Can you prevent it? 

Y ou can’ t stop the sun or humid 
weather, but try to stay cool by

Drink plenty of water. 


wearing loose-fitting cotton cloth- 
ing. Staying in the shade will also 
help. Taking an antihistamine may 
stop your body reacting to the 
weather but once you’ve devel- 
oped heat rash, taking a cool 
shower will help reduce its impact. 
» Any alternative treatments? 

Hopefully the rash will disap- 
pear in a couple of hours. If not 
then avoid applying greasy oint- 
ments as this will plug up your 
skin’s glands. As with insect 
bites, calendula cream can help 
soothe the itching and it’ s ideal 
for sensitive skin. Chickweed, a 


traditional herbal treatment, can 
also soothe irritated skin. 

» Over-the-counter treatments 
Piriteze Allergy Tablets: If 
you’re going to be heading out in 
hot weather, take an antihista- 
mine to stop your body respond- 
ing to the heat. Aloe Vera After 
Sun and Boots’ Hot Weather 
Cooling Spray are also essential. 

Heat-Stroke 

» Symptoms: It is the most 
serious heat-related illness and 
can cause permanent damage or 
death.

The person may suffer from 
severe headaches, nausea, vomit- 
ing, hallucinations or confusion, 
and dizziness leading to collapse. 
The skin may look red, hot and 
dry. It’s caused when you get 
over-heated and dehydrated. Y our 
body’s temperature can rise to 
1 06F/4 1 C or higher in 1 0- 1 5 min- 
ute s. 

» Can you prevent it? 

Stay out of the sun, especially 
in the hottest part of the day be- 
tween 1 1 am and 3pm, wear a hat 
and drink plenty of water. Be 
aware that babies and children up 
to the age of four, those over 65, 
as well as those who are over- 
weight, inpoor health oron certain 
medications are at the greatestrisk. 
» How do I treat it? 

If someone has any of the warn- 
ing signs of heat-stroke, this may 
be a life-threatening emergency 
and you should get someone to call 
for inunediate medical assistance 


while you try to cool down the 
victim. Before help arrives getthe 
victim into the shade, and try to 
cool them rapidly by getting them 
in a bath of cool water or a shower, 
sponging them with cool water, 
or if humidity is low wrapping 
them in a cool, wet sheet and fan- 
ning them vigorously. Only give 
them water, not alcohol, and moni- 
tor the body temperature until it 
drops to 101-102F/38-39C. 

Minor eye problems 

» Symptoms: Sunshine and glare 
can result in eyes becoming 
strained and uncomfortable, 
while dust - more conunon when 
it is dry and hot - can irritate eye s . 

Lack of sleep during a very hot 
spell may make eyelids puffy 
and uncomfortable. One of the 
most common minor eye infec- 
tions is conjunctivitis, which can 
be caused by an infection or al- 
lergy such as hayfever, or irri- 
tants to the eye such as chlorine 
in swimming pools, smoke or eye 
makeup. Infective conjunctivitis 
is caused by bacteria or a virus. 

Conjunctivitis is i nf lammation 
of the tissue covering the eye and 
inner surface of the eyelids and 
the white of the eye becomes red 
and sore. The affected eye(s) 
may feel gritty, and water and 
discharge yellow mucus. The 
eyelid may also be affected be- 
coming red and swollen. 

» How do I treat it? 

Mild, infectious conjunctivi- 
tis can be treated with eye oint- 
ment, drops or lotion from your 
pharmacy. 

Allergic conjunctivitis 
caused by hayfever - can be 
treated by using eye drops (con- 
taining sodium cromoglycate) or 
an antihistamine, to help reduce 
the redness and itching. Lubricat- 
ing eye drops can also help soothe 
dry eyes. If you are concerned by 
an eye problem consult a doctor.

With flights so cheap, many of our readers are visiting London for weekend shopping. 
Over the nextfew weeks we will be reviewing some outstanding but different 
restaurants in London we tried recently, which are really worth a visit while you are 
there. These are restaurants that we doubt that you would discover without a personal 
recommendation, they are all sensibly priced and out of the ordinary. 

Indian withreal class - Moti Mahal 


If you like Indian food, this is restaurant you have visited, its 

a must, but expect to be surprised, true ‘Fine Dining’ Indian style, 
this is probably unlike any Indian First impressions are very good. 




a very spacious reception area, a 
very warm welcome, and as you 
are shown to your table, you 
can’ t help but notice the immacu- 
late kitchens behind large glass 
panels. Everything is very mod- 
em and light with great views out 
into a spacious square with Dmry 
Lane passing close by. 

Take a look at the menu, and 
you know this is going to be dif- 
ferent! There was a good choice 
of classic dishes, and many we had 
not heard of before, but we chose 
the ‘Whisky Tasting Menu’, 
each of the 5 dishes served with a 
different Bushmills Whisky, 
ranging from a 1 608 Anniversary 
Edition, to a 16 year old Malt. 
We started with Steamed Dublin 
Bay Prawns with rice cakes 
‘Appams’ and Coconut herb 
chutney. 

This was followed by a mouth 
watering Venison ‘seekh’ Kebab 
served with Asparagus tikki and 
grilled fig . Each dish is so delight- 
ful and well decorated, that you 
really can’ t wait for more. Palak 
Paneer followed, a baked fillo 
parcel of paneer, (Paneer is a firm 
Indian cheese which soaks up the 
flavour of the marinade), with 
garden peas, creamed spinach and 
raisin chutney. 

The next dish was particularly 
interesting for anyone who 
knows Portugal and its cuisine 
well. It’ s named on the menu as 
Irish Lamb Stew with Goan Sau- 
sage, served with potatoes, car- 
rots and crusty bread. The deli- 
cious piece of lamb was in fact 
served on what can be best be 
described as fried bread. Goa was 
a Portuguese colony, and in the 
north of Portugal they serve a 
superb traditional dish with lamb 
served with potatoes and on a bed 
of fried bread. 

The dishes had so much simi- 
larity you could see easily how 
the original Portuguese dish may 
have travelled to Goa, and then 
returned to London, but some- 
what adapted to a more sophis- 
ticated palate. A salad and sorbet 
finished off the meal beautifully. 

It was very hard to fault any 
dish, or the imaginative presen-

tation, each on large white plates, 
and artistically presented. All 
the ingredients were beautifully 
cooked and of the best quality. 
The wine list was extensive and 
the waiter’s knowledge of his 
wines very good. The tasting 
menu was £40/€46 each, includ- 
ing the Whisky (and they were 
doubles). 

The Moti Mahal is launching 
a new menu, in a quest to under- 
stand India’ s history and its in- 
fluence on Indian regions and 
dishes. Head Chef Animdh Arora 
has travelled the length of the 
Grand Tmnk Road, starting from 
the shores of Bay of Bengal and 
covering the expanses of the In- 
dus and Gangetic plains.

and masala chicken supreme 
tossed with pine nuts and baked 


with egg custard.

There are two types of people who chase hurricanes. Some are adrenaline junkies, 
obsessed with the violent, destructive and deadly forces of nature. The others are 
photographers, though they will answer to the term ‘nutter’ in an emergency. Film-maker 
Chris T errill knows all about adrenaline, but it is capturing the awesome force of the elements 
on camera that persuades him to put his life on the line time and again. And tonight, he’s 
willing to risk his safety in the eye of the storm. Despite knowing the life-threatening ferocity 
of these forces of nature, Chris protects himself with body armour and waterproofs his 
camera with waterproofing before stepping into the paths of hurricanes at the point when 
they are at their most dangerous - as they hit land - in an effort to experience first hand the 
true force of this incredible weather phenomenon. He meets the people living and working 
where they strike and the hurricane chasers who follow the storms as a hobby. Chris tracks 
Hurricane Ike and chases it across the southern States of America hoping to catch it as 
it moves from the sea onto land. Braving 1 0Omph winds, 1 5 feet waves, lashing rain and 
flying debris, he is there as the hurricane sweeps into a town, submerging it in water, lifting 
boats onto land and sending trees and cars crashing into buildings. In doing so, he captures 
rare film of the physical impact of a hurricane that ultimately claimed more than 1 00 lives 
and proved to be the third most costly in US history.

My Life in Verse: Cerys Matthews (BBC2, 9pm) 

Who in the world could be better placed to front a programme about poetry than the woman 
who rhymed the word ‘worry’ with the words ‘Mulder and Scully’? Yes, Welsh singer- 
songwriter Cerys Matthews is the latest celeb to discuss her relationship with the wonders 
of verse as part of the Beeb’s poetry season. She travels back to her roots to explore the 
extraordinary legacy of Celtic poetry, and to discover why poems elicit an emotional 
connection with the concept of home. In a personal journey across the British Isles, Cerys 
traces the evolving role of the poet in society, from the earliest Welsh bards to the rich 
outpouring of poetry about Northern Ireland’s T roubles, exploring the ways that poets have 
shaped Celtic identity. Starting in her native Swansea, Cerys immerses herself in the 
surreal vision of Dylan Thomas, retracing his steps and analysing his musical use of 
language. She moves on to Cardiff to explore the subversive, sensual poetry of 14th- 
century bard Dafydd ap Gwilym and the rich heritage of Welsh-language poetry. She then 
heads for Yorkshire and Ted Hughes’s vision of the ancient Celtic kingdom of Elmet. Cerys 
has been collecting folk songs for decades, and with so many of her favourite songs coming 
from Ireland, she travels to County Sligo on the west coast to explore the beautiful 
landscapes that inspired Ireland’s greatest poet, William Butler Yeats.

Decision time has come for Portugal asthey face Albania this weekend in 
their crucial 2010 South Africa World Cup qualification match. Nothing but 
a win is acceptable for the national squad as anything else will most likely 
mean the end of their aspirations of qualifying for the World Cup finals.
